Black. . Whatever objections may be 
urged against the suécessful candidate 
as being essentially local in his ideas, 


_he has many advantages over the de- 


feated one, and deserted a much larger 
support from the inifabitants of New 
Westminster and viginity. No man 
has championed forth the claims of 
the British Colur nbian capital more 
than » Mr. ‘Robson, np man has more 
fiercely, or more unse rupulously, as- 
sailed all who oppoged these claims ; 
and hence no man, acording to New 
Westmirister localized ideas of polities, 
had such a claim on the New West- 
minster people. Small communities 
are, however, not generally very en- 
larged in their vieves nor very mag- 
nanimous in their defilings, although 
we have had lately té record a praise- 
worthy exception, and Mr. Robson 
with all his efforts, and although sue- 
cessful in the district; generally, was 
beaten by forty. votes in the town for 
which he had made s» many editorial 
floarishes. This is Tot all ingrati- 
tude. Mr. | Robson} is a worship- 
per of Governor Seymour; 
the toady lof the @hronicle, we be- 
lieve he is a kincere worshippe r. He 
defends the Governor aguinst every 
real and imaginary attack, uphok ds 
him in every ‘conceivable action, and 
does not even stop here, hut when Mr. 
Seymour is absent bestows his admir- 
ation on the gentleman who shines 
like the moon by reflected light—on 
Administrator Birch; Yet with all 
his zeal in the cause of the Executive, 
with all his ardent defence of its gene- 
ral policy, Mr. Robson is opposed by 
the officials. This isthe “ unkindest 
eut of all,” for the Columbian has re- 
ceived more abuse anf lost more con- 
fidence through its official leanings 
than through any other cause. Mr. 
Robson, however, with all his exer- 
tions, evidently does pot belong to the 
charmed. circle, and-hence we find, 
according to' the PLolumbian, that 

“ Heads of departments used their ir 
fluence and contributed their money 
againsthim. The ‘ tliumb-screw’ was 
brought to. bear upon’ every man fall- | 
ing at all within the range of official 
and 
those who could not be induced to vote 
for the official nominge were pre’ ve nt- 
ed from voting for his opponent.” If 
this does not ‘make, Mr. Robson a 
wiser man, and one more determined 
in opposition to official arrogance 
and extravagance, vie do not know 
what will; if lit does: not show him 
the ingratitude and -faithlessness of 
those who have been allow ed. through 
the Columbian and its supporters’ own 
supineness, to draw such large salar- 
ies and‘do so ping fok them, we have 
but‘little hope of N vew W estminster’s 
representative, whetler in the press 
or in the Legislature.‘ 

We have maintained however from 
the commenement-of ‘these elections, 
that the whole affair vill turn out like 


the preceding one—a farce. Governor | 


Seymour will have 4 majority even 
among the elected members, ready to 
follow his beek and nod, and instead 
of the representative élement proving 
any check on the official members, it 
will be used to the public detriment 
by sanctioning ye that could |: 
never meet with public support. A 
thousand times better-to be governed 
by proclamation, whefe some respon- 
sibility is thrown upoR the Governor, 
than to have this thing without life 
and without popular power, acting as 
a scape-goat, or rather a break-water, 
to ward off discontent: from the head 
of the Executive, Mr. Robson. will 
make as goqd a memlier, we have no 
doubt, as the general run of those 
who will form the Législative Coun- 
cil of- the united colony ; but like the 
others, his influence for good, from the 
very composition of the Council, will 
be nil. 5

NEw York, Oct. 16.—The Post's 

money article says, the price of giold 
has gone down, butclosed with an up- 
ward tendency. 
The steamér Scotia brings the fol- 
lowing news: <A Florence dispatch 
says, the following are the principal 
conditions of the treaty of peace’ be- 
tween Austria and Italy: The fron- 
tiers to be added to Italy are those 
which constituted the frontier of Ven- 
etia, while under Austrian rule. The 
amount of. debt assumed by Italy is 
thirty-five millions florins, payable in 
eleven instalinents, in twenty-three 
months. Venetia is transferred to 
Italy with its assets and liabilities. 
Its assets were 3,590,000 florins and its 
liabilities 63,000,000 florins. Venetians 
residing in Austria are to have the 
right ef preserving their Austrian 
nationality, ifthey desire. All objects 
of art, as well as the archives belong- 
ing to Venetia, will be restored: The 
iron crown of Lombardy will also be 
given up to Italy. Treaties which 
formerly existed between Austria and 
Sardinia will again come into force for 
a year, during which period fresh-ar- 
rangements can be concluded. Private 
property belonging to Italian persons 
which had been sequestrated to the 
Italian Government is to be restored 
with reserves of rights of State for 
one-third. A complete amnesty will 
be accorded by both Austritiand Italy 
to all persous condemned for political 
offences, te deserters from” cither 
army, and to persons compromised by 
their political conduct.
